first telephoned to Bedias from near 
the place of the shooting, distant from 
town about two miles, and then rode 
over to Madisonville and from there 
went to Anderson and 
surrendered. 
These parties gathered the 
Informa­ 
tion that Dr. Harrison and the father 
of the men who surrendered had had 
some trouble a while ago that ter­ 
minated in a fistic encounter. As the 
Whites are men of 35 and 40 years of 
age, it is supposed that the father must 
be quite well along in 
years. 
The 
cause of the original trouble was not 
learned. 
The examining trial will be 
had Friday, and Judge V. B. Hudson 
of Bryan, has been engaged to assist 
in the prosecution. 
Ab the Whites made no statement, 
as far as Bedias people knew yester­ 
day afternoon, the immediate incidents 
connected with the tragedy weie not 
known. It was learned, however, that 
a shot gun was used and the doctor's 
horse was shot and wounded. He dis­ 
mounted and was shot in the back of 
the head. 
W hether the shooting took 
(dace in the open road or from ambush 
no one at Bedias seemed to know. The 
shot that killed took effect in the 
back of the head, tearing away a large 
part of the skull. 
Death must have 
been instantaneous. 
The funeral took place at Bedias 
this afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, and 
burial was in the cemetery at that 
place. 
Dr. Harrison was a man of consid­ 
erable wealth. He bad inherited some 
wealth, 
Mrs. 
Harrison 
was 
also 
wealthy and by careful management 
he had added to the fortunes of both. 
He was considered a very successful 
man. and as such had made enemies 
along with a large number of friends 
He is said to have been a 32nd degree 
Mason and to have stood well in the 
community. In fact, his friends speak 
in highest term s of him, both as a 
man and a citizen.

Proper Returns to the Railroads and Their 


Maintenance in Good Condition Requires 


Financing Which Should Corelative With 


Government Financing in Time of War. 


(By Associated Press.) 
Washington, Jan. 4. -President Wilson today laid before 
congress in joint session his recommendations for carrying out 
the government operations of railroads. 
Bills carrying out the 
president’s ideas had already ben prepared and were immediately 
introduced with plans for prompt consideration. 
Only by government operation, the president told congress, 
could the unity necessary be obtained, and, he added, that existing 
organizations be disturbed as little as possible. 
The president 
then laid special stress on guarantees to the railroads and their 
stockholders. 
The financial argument, he said, is one of the 
strong arguments for assuming control of the railroads at this 
time. 
To guarantee proper returns to the railroads, the presi­ 
dent recommended provisions for rates that would yield the same 
net operating income as the roads had received the three pre­ 
ceding fiscal years. 
An appropriation of five hundred million dollars for proper 
maintenance, as contained in the administration bills, was recom­ 
mended by the president. 
It is necessary that th0 values of the 
railway securities be justly protected and that large financial 
operations every year, necessary in connection with the opera­ 
tion and maintenance of the roads, should, during the war, be 
wisely related to the financial operations of the government, the 
president said in connection with his remarks on the guarantees 
of the roads. 


UPON GERMAN PEOPLE 
RESTS PEACE DECISION 


Premier Lloyd George in Discussing W ar Aims, 
Pointed Out That a Real Democratic Consti­ 
tution in Germany Would Be Taken As Evi 
deuce of the Death of the Old Military Spirit. 


(By Associated Press.) 
London, Jan. 5.— Premier Lloyd George, addressing the trades 
unions on war aims, said that only the cleanest, greatest and most 
just cause could justify the continuation even for a day of “this 
unspeakable agony of nations. ’ 
The premier continued, “We 
ought to be able to state clearly and definitely not only the prin­ 
ciples for which we are fighting but their definite, concrete appli­ 
cation to the war map of the world.” 
The premier said that be­ 
fore any nation could take a fateful decision as to peace con­ 
ditions, “it should be satisfied that the conscience of the nation 
is behind these conditions.” 
Ile declared that Great Britain is 
not fighting to take Constantinople from Turkey. 
‘ Our view­ 
point,” the premier declared, “is that the adoption of a democratic 
constitution by Germany would be the most convincing evidence 
that the old spirit of military domination was dead, but that is a 
question for the German people to decide.” 
Referring to the German announcement at Brest-Litovsk, the 
premier said: 
“It is impossible to believe that any permanent 
peace could be erected on such a foundation. 
Mere Up service 
to the formula of no annexations, no indemnities and self de­ 
termination is useless.” 
The premier said that democracy in Great Britain would 
stand to the last by the democracy of france and Italy. 
“We 
should be proud to fight to the end side by side without the new 
Russian democracy. 
“So would America, France, and Italy, but if the present Rus­ 
sian rulers act independently we have no means to arrest the 
catastrophe. 
Russia can be saved only by her own people.”

Selective Service Act 
Upheld and Court Says 
Contentions Imaginary 


(By Associated Press.) 
Washington, Jan. 7.- The selective servile act was upheld 
today tis constitutional by the United States supreme court. 
The government’s contention that the power given congress 
to declare war includes the power to compel citizens to render 
military service both at home and abroad, were sustained by the 
court. 
Chief Justice White declared that in considering 
the 
various contentions the conclusion had been reached that most of 
them were imaginary rather than real. 
The decision resulted from appeals from thirteen cases grow­ 
ing out of convict ions under the selective service act. 
The con­ 
stitutionality of the act was the basis of all the appeals. 
All the 
defendants must now serve their sentences.

amount to $360 for a part time man, 
the service to pay half and the other 
half to 
be 
raised 
in 
the county, 
Blackshear, in speaking of the work, 
says: 
“As there are a number of 
negro 
farmers, including tenants, in Brazos 
county 
and 
vicinity, a 
competent 
colored man as assistant county dem 
onstration agent to work among his 
people in Brazos county 
would 
do 
considerable good. 
“Such a negro assistant agent would 
lead his people to adopt better methods 
of farm work and farm living and en 
able them to realize more from tlieit 
labor and become more contented 
“A leading planter of Bryan said 
recently that what the negro tenants 
needed, as he saw it, was to learp 
how to take care of themselves. The 
acting director of extension service 
at A. and M. college, not 
long 
ago 
made a similar statement. 
I see in 
these statem ents a world 
of 
truth 
This is what negro tenants and the 
negro people generally need—to learn 
how to take better care of themselves 
to learn to raise farm gardens and 
keep a cow and thus supply themselves 
wit Ii better food 
The average loss of 
time due to preventable sickness is 
greater among negroes than any other 
people in the United States and much 
of this physical failure is due to lack 
of proper food and the wrong way of 
preparing it. 
Millions are invested 
in lands worked by negro tenants and 
their improvement in mental and phys 
leal efficiency would mean greater re 
turns to the investor. 
■'Negro tenants could make 
their 
homes more comfortable at small ex 
pense for cold weather to which ne 
groes are more susceptible than the 
whites 
In colder climate the custom 
is to bank up earth around a farm 
house for winter, keeping cold winds 
from under the house, 
It is wonder­ 
ful how much more comfortable this 
makes a frame house in winter and 
at a trifling cost. 
The open cracks 
often seen in the walls of negro ten­ 
ant houses could 
be 
covered with 
strips of short building or roofing pa 
per at small coat and an 
over head 
ceiling made of the 
same 
material. 
Durable pigments, mineral or 
other 
washes, are sold cheap and could be 
used to give the outside of the negro 
tenant house a pleasing tint—once the 
negro people, a tropical race, are at 
tra d e d by colors. 
A reasonably con 
tented frame of mind is a 
valuable 
incentive to better work, 
in slavery 
time on the big plantations the houses 
of the quarters were kept in regular 
repair and free medical attention giv 
en to keep the hands well and able 
to work. 
White preachers were even 
provided for 
religious 
improvement 
The slave owners understood how to 
make their labor efficient. 
Garden 
plots were given faithful slaves and 
they were allowed to keep the money 
from the sale of vegetables. 
A good 
many were permitted to 
buy 
their 
own freedom hi this way. The present 
generation can learn something from 
the slave owners of past days in the 
way of making farm labor more ef 
fective. 
“ With improved, contented labor and 
by using the sub-surface water, which 
abounds under the bottom lands, fo. 
irrigating the surface land, using ar 
tesian wells, South Texas lands can b< 
increase*! two-fold in value 
Already 
the methods used in irrigating rice are 
used profitably for irrigating corn and

The west prospers and 
depends wholly on Irrigation. 
Good 
labor and irrigation will make 
the 
bottom lands again blossom as the rose 
and insure forever against the evils of 
drouth and the application of the meth­ 
ods of the extension work is capable 
of bringing about that improvement 
in negro labor that south Texas needs 
to make its high-priced lands yield 
large and certain 
returns.

A genuine Stradavaraus violin was 
received by City Manager Greer this 
J morning and now rests safely in a fire 
I proof vault in Bryan. 
Its history is 
known to him from as far 
back 
as 
1830, and he has been told that it was 
brought from Ireland by one of his 
ancestors. 
In the violin is the print­ 
ed inscription, “Antonio Stradavaraus 
Cremonenil, Faceitat anno 1721.” 
Al 
so there is written in pencil on the in 
side. “Repaired by J. F. Greer, August 
IO, 1899." 
Mr. Greer’s 
father 
died 
about six weeks ago in Williamston, S 
C.f and in his will gave the violin to 
Fred Greer, son of the city manager, 
who is now serving bis country on the 
French front. 
The old 
gentleman’s 
father owned the violin before him and 
his father before him, so it has remain­ 
ed in the family almost since the date 
of its building, if not actually so. The 
Instrument has a wonderful singing, 
ringing tone, which, in the hands of 
even an average player, would fill a 
large hall. 
The senior Greer,-in mak­ 
ing the repairs, evidently did not have 
the best materials at hand with which 
to do the work, but Mr. Greer expects 
to place it in the hands of an expert 
and have 
it 
gone 
over thoroughly 
Aside from its value as a family relic 
a genuine Stradavaraus violin is worth 
a lot of money. 
Maude Powell, the 
famous violinist, owns one for which 
she paid $9,000. 
This instrument per­ 
haps has a value equal to that. 
Antonio Stradavaraus was born in 
Cremona in 1644 and was evidently an 
apprentice to the famous violin maker. 
Amati. 
He evidently went into busi 
for hln,8e!f- 
from 1670 to 
167.7 
built 
instruments 
along 
the 
Amati lines, producing violins known 
as the Amatese Stradavaraus. 
Then 
he began to develop his own style, pro­ 
ducing the long violin and 
a 
more 
graceful instrument. 
This period is 
from 1690 to 1700. 
Amati died in 1684 
and willed his stock of woods and ma­ 
terials to Stradavaraus, which played 
a large part in the establishing of the 
fame of the violins. 
But he gave mar­ 
velous attention to the minuteness of 
detail in building his violins and em 
ploying only the very highest qualities 
of woods and varnishes produced in­ 
struments which for beauty and power 
of tone, and of a sympathetic quality 
altogether distinct from the best work 
of any other maker. 
In all he is be­ 
lieved to have produced about 2.000 in­ 
struments, many of which have been 
lost, thus enhancing the value of the 
few genuine ones that remain. 
There 
have been a great many imitations and 
many frauds perpetrated, and violin 
builders 
today 
employ 
the 
same 
models. 


His son, Francesco, took up his work 
and produced violins up to 1743 of a 
very Jiigh quality, but none reached 
those of the eminent father. 
Between 
I.On and 1712 he employed the same 
models as his father had done, and 
turned out excellent instruments. 
An 
other son won fame as a repairer of 
violins. 
* 
Lieutenant Greer is not a violinist 
and none in the family play the in 
trument, but 
notwithstanding 
that 
fact it is not for sals and will be re 
tained. 
Miss Inez Greer, the daugh 
ter, is 
an 
excellant 
pianist 
and 
thorough musician, as wag her mother 
n her earlier days, so it Is possible 
the old instrument may find employ 
rnent in the course of time. 


Houston, Jan. 5.—'Paul Grosse a na­ 
tive of Germany, president 
of 
the 
Houston Grain company, was on Fri 
day afternoon placed under an $8,000 
bond to await the action of the federal 
grand Jury early 
in 
March 
on the 
charge of violating the espionage act 
by United States Commissioner A. h i 
Jackson, before whom he was arraign­ 
ed at the preliminary hearing. 
At the conclusion of the hearing Mr. 
Grosse furnished the necessary bonds­ 
men and was released from custody. 
The defendant is alleged to have ut­ 
tered anti-American remarks since the 
entrance of this nation into the Buro 
pean war against Germany. 
His coun­ 
sel, however, entered a plea of 
not 
guilty in his behalf. 
The government's case was based 
entirely upon the testimony of three 
witnesses, each of whom testified as 
to utterances alleged to 
have 
been 
made by the defendant. 
Those wit 
nesses were Henry Clay, 1602 Washing 
ton avenue; S. B. Jackson, 610 Rusk 
avenue, and W. A. Hubbs, a machinist 
of the Southern Pacific shops 
I he defendant, according to 
the 
testimony of the witness Clay, assert­ 
ed recently in response to whether he 
was going to purchase a liberty band, 
If I did buy a liberty bond I couldn’t 
look my mother in the face." 
This 
witness said that he had known the 
defendant for several years. 
Another point brought out by the 
prosecution was the testimony of Mr. 
Johnson. He asserted that Grosse had 
been very pro-German in his conduct 
ever since he knew him. 
He declared 
that Grosse on one occasion said, “The 
I nited .States is in the war for what 
they can get out of It more than any­ 
thing else.” 
Grosse also declared, according to 
the same witness, that he didn’t think 
General Pershing had many men or 
would hope to get many men, and he 
would like to see the Germans clean up 
the allies before the United States got 
into it. 
All the remarks, the witness 
said, were made since the American 
declaration of war. It was also said by 
this witness that at the time of the re 
cent Halifax disaster Grosse explained 
that it was Just as well for them to 
die that way as ‘over there’ later. 
After stressing the testimony of W. 
A. Hubbs, District Attorney Green in 
bis rem arks reminded Uomimssioner 
Jackson that the formal statem ent of 
the defendant was merely a declaration 
of his sentiment drawn up by his coun 
sel, which in no way answered 
the 
(barges. 
“With this evidence I ask 
that the defendant be bonud over to 
await the action of the grand jury,’ 
District Attorney Green said in rest­ 
ing the case.
